On January 3, 2005, the ASAIC, Sacramento received a lead from the ICE Law 
Enforcement Support Center (LESC) tip-line relating to a group called the 
Fellowship of Friends (FOF) in Oregon House, CA. It was alleged that the FOF 
was bringing aliens to the United States on religious (R-i) visas for sexual 
exploitation. Investigation to date has revealed that the aliens who have 
been petitioned for by the FOF to enter the U.S. on R-l visas have been 
employed by the FOF in menial non-religious jobs for extremely low wages.

At approximately 10:30 a.m. on April 13,2007, officers contacted the guard at 
the gate of FOF property, located at 12585 Rice's Crossing Road, Oregon House, 
CA. Officers identified themselves and stated that they were present to 
conduct a compliance review regarding the validity of religious worker visas 
filed by the FOF. 

The guard instructed the officers to wait and made a telephone call. 
Approximately 5 minutes late r, two me n arrived in a white van, with California 
(personalized) UcenseDlatg»a Mc) The men identified themselves as 
Abraham GOLDMAN ■ attorneys representing the FOF. CIS 

officers advised GOLDMAN | Jthat they were there in order to 

conduct a site inspection ana compliance review reaardin^^y^nding extension 
filed by the FOF on behalf of a religious worker, | |T CIS 

officers explained that after the site visit they wouldwritea report with 
the results of the inspection and the report would be u sed to adjudicate 
current and future R-l religious worker visas. GOLDMAN I W stated 

they were happy to show officers the property, answer an^questions^^ 

^^ejyiinutes later, a woman identifying herself as II arrived. 

■■^■(((introduced herself as the person at the FO F wEHHH hirtw of all 
the R-l visa applications and immigration issues. M B)name has also 

been ^^^d^u the preparer for several R-l visa applications filed by the 
FOF.(i<)(^^HB(B)tated she was happy to see the immigration officials and hoped 
that the site visit would clear up any questions and assist in moving forward 
the pending applications that the FOF has filed. 

GOLDMAN told^HH^Iqo call various places inside the FOF compound and "clear 
them out" forthe tour that he was going to be giving the immigration 
officers .(k)(> Bxmade some calls on her cell phone and drove into the FOF 
compound in her car. GOLDMAN ■ I instructed officers to follow 

their vehicle into the compound cor a tour of the property. While officers 
drove through the property compound, several workers were observed busily 
working around the property in landscaping, construction and maintenance. 
Several forklifts and small pickup trucks were seen being driven around the 
property to complete the work. The property was very large and had several 
elaborate gardens, trees and areas that would require heavy maintenance. 
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The first area than GOLDMAN ^■^^^■■^■H showed officers was a large 
outdoor flagstone amphitheatre. GOLDMAN stated that the amphitheatre held 
about 300 people, and was a location on the POF property where religious 
services were conducted. The amphitheatre was also used for plays and 
presentations. GOLDMAN stated that the FOF members built the amphitheatre 
themselves, even though they did not have experience in building such 
structures. 

GOLDMAN | I then drove to a second area with officers following. 

The second area was a house-like structuretha^had^asign with the words 
"Tasting Room" in front of it. GOLDMAN I | stated that religious 

services are also held inside this building . The house had been divided into 
two large separate areas. One area had been converted into a small indoor 
theatre, with a stage, curtains, stage-lights and chairs for the audience. It 
appeared the room would hold approximately SO to 70 persons. On the stage two 
women, dressed in native garb from India were dancing a choreographed dance 
routine. It appeared they were practicing for a performance. The room had 
the smell of burning incense. At the door to the theater, a poster was posted 
advertising an upcoming Indian dance show and the admission price was $50 or 
$35 depending on the seating location. The second area of the structure 
appeared to be a wine tasting room. The tasting room was closed off from the 
theatre and appeared not to be open. Behind the house, GOLDMAN and 

accompanied officers to a patio area, which had several patio 
tables and chairs next to a lake. 

GOLDMAN I^HH^HI then drove with agents followingtoanelaborate 
garden. Everyone parked their cars and GOLDMAN | | accompanied 

agents through several ornamental gardens, decorated with several bronze and 
gold statues, vine covered trellises, colorful flowerbeds covered with a wide 
variety of blooming spring bulbs, ornamental trees and shrubs, and ornate 
fountains with statues. Part of the garden was made up of only of roses with 
several varieties. The gardens had landscapers working there tending to 
various parts of the extensive garden. 

GOLDMAN | | then lead officers into a building, which they 

referred to as the "galleria", and the third place of worship on the FOF 
compound. The outside of the building had the appearance of a mansion, with 
ornate pillars, molding, window frames and^^raejurved balconies. At the 
Galleria, officers were joined again by ■ I. The galleria was full of 
what appeared to be rare and expensive artwork. There were approximately 30 
marble statues, several very large original European oil paintings that 
appeared to be from the Renaissance period. Approximately four Egyptian 
paintings that depicted gold plated pharaohs and were approximately 12 feet 
long were also on display. All the rooms were paneled in high quality wood 
and the furniture was very ornate. Several Persian rugs were on the flooring 
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floor of the Galleria, which included a foyer with several statues and 
paintings, a main living room area with a grand piano and sitting room antique 
furniture, a library that contained a collection of rare books, a bathroom, a 
large industrial sized kitchen and a nook. The building appeared to have a 
basement and a second floor. 

GOLDMAN stated that the Galleria was previously used as an art museum and 
displayed a collection of rare Chinese furniture. However, the Galleria is no 
longer used as a museum.
